- -Thoſe true-made white and undrefſt Clothes ſent into Holland, the Dutch dye, dreſle, and ſtrain 
to (ich lengths, that by the overpluſs of meaſure they underſell the Engliſh in that cloth, which is 
dycd and dreft at home, when both forts meet at the market, and the ſame ſtrained cloth being 
found ſo deceitfuil in wearing, that iz not only brings all Engliſh cloth into difeſteem, becauſe ſold 
under the Engliſh Seal, but hinders the Artiſt of the manufature of dying and dreſſing all the 
cloth ſo Shiprt out, and alſo cau(cth ſlight making of other cloth in Englandthat it may be affoc- 
ded as cheap as ſuch ſtrained cloth at Market. |

_ '« They are twoStapleCommodiries: And as ſtrangers buy our Draperies at the beſt hand,by their 
Packers and other Agents, ſo they may our Lead, which I have known to riſe at an herring Seaſon 
or Turky Shipping about 20. per Cer. then they buying it at the loweſt rate, may afford to (ell ir 
at market with-profit, at the price it coſt the Engliſh Merchants at home; alſo as they buy our cloth 

white and rough, and dye and drefle ir themſelves, and ſo falſify itby ſtretching; that withthe 
overplus of meaſure they are enabled to underſell our true made cloth at Market which is dyed 
and dreft in England. So they buy our Tynne, part of which they make into Pewter for their own 
ulc, andto ſell again in other Countries, as farmerly to our plantations, and the reſt they caſt again 
and mix it withan Allay of Lead, and ſend it into other Countrics by which meanecs they fo un- 
derſc}l'our fine Tynne.

- Firſt for the Lead; If a Bank ere ſetled in England, it would ſo much increaſe the Generall

Secondly for our Tynne, If the Merchant,thePewterer,and the Tynner,be conſulted with, much / 
more may be manufactured at home into pewter,and much eſſe ſent abroad in kind;zexcept what is/ 
ſent into Turky by the Engliſh Merchants. | ;

+ The wonderfullprovidence of Almighty God, ſtoring our Seas with ſeverall kindes in the reſ- 
peaiye Seaſons of the year ( for the ſuſtenance of mankind y may condemn us of ſlothfullneſs 
if not ingratitude,for ſo great dleflings, when our Neighbours make ſo great advantage of it beyond 
our ſelves that it proves to them, as our Draperies uſed to do to us viz. as the Weſt Indies tothe 
King of Spam, and an Eaſt radies to the Dutchzbringing home, with the proceed thereof out of ſe- 
verall Countries from Archangel! to the Gulfe of Yerice, ſundry ſorts of Commoditics bought 
at the beſt hand and ſelling them again in other Countries at the beſt price, This noble and proti-

our Domeſticke Broiles, but chiefly I conceive, through want of a good Stock to begin,

And fo few built in 
lien thereof doth-manifeſt a very: greatdecay of Trading Shipping in generall, befiges the loſſe 
every one feels jn his particular that is concerned therein z Therefore to ſtrengthen us, and build 
up the Walls of our Land again, to keep off a Foreigne Enemy, ought to be the true endeavour 
of every Engliſhman that is well affe&ed to his Native Countrey, and to deny himſelfc the hope 
of a ſmall profit irregularly gain'd, which doth enrich and ſtrengthen another Nation,and weaken 
and impoveriſh his own, by ſubtilly contriving how to undermine and abuſe the intent of the

Although it.is believed that that trade in time of Peace did vent more Engliſh ManufaQures, 
and did employ as rauch trading ſhiping as any one Countrey, yet it.is as certainthat the Spa- 
niards, fince the Warre, have ſtrialy prohibited all Engliſh ManufaQures within his Domini- 
ons 3; So that thoſe few that are-fold by'connivance , go off at a lower rate than formerly, and 
not without danger. And thoſe Spaniſh Goods imported bought at a dearer rate than uſually , 
and colourably brought in Dutch Shiping , to the impoveriſhing our ſelves and enriching of 
our Enemies > many fcores of thouſand pounds this laſt yeare. * |
